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HARTFORD — In a stunning out- 
come, a key legislative committee cast a 
tie vote early Tuesday morning for 
Justice Andrew J. McDonald to be the 
next chief justice of the state Supreme 
Court. 

The surprising vote was 20 to 20 with 
one abstention — a result that now sends 
the nomination to the full legislature 
with an unfavorable recommendation.

Vote On Justice McDonald Ends In Tie 


Committee Splits On Chief Justice Nominee After 13-Hour Hearing 


13-hour public hearing on the nomina- 
tion for the most powerful position in 
the state’s judicial branch.

Supreme Court 
Won't Weigh In

WASHINGTON — The Supreme 
Court declined Monday to intervene 
in a legal battle over the fate of the 
“dreamers” under President Donald 
Trump, effectively extending a tempo- 
rary reprieve to young undocumented 
immigrants shielded from deportation 
and providing Congress more time to 
come up with a legislative solution. 

The high court rejected the Trump 
administration’s unusual request to 
bypass an appellate court and review a 
lower court’s injunction that has 
blocked Trump from terminating the 
Obama-era Deferred Action for Child- 
hood Arrivals (DACA) program. 

The lower court said the nearly 
700,000 people already in the pro-
